BILL 

TO 

Amend the Law relating to Port and Harbour Authorities 
in Ireland. 

W HEREAS it is desirable to make more uniform the qualifica- 
tion of . the harbour hoard electorate and mode of election of 
harbour authorities in certain portal cities and towns in Ireland : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
5 with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

1. Harbour authorities shall be elected for the following port 
towns and cities in accordance with the scale prescribed in the first 
10 schedule to this Act, such port towns and cities being Dublin, 
Waterford, Limerick, Sligo, Galway, Newry, Drogheda, Dundalk, 
and Wexford. 

2. The commissioners of the harbour boards shall consist of 
nominated and elected members. 

15 The nominated members shall consist of the Lord Mayor or 
Mayor for the time being, as the case may be, and the High 
Sheriff of the city or town for the time being; these shall be 
nominated as ex-officio members, together with such members as 
shall be nominated by the corporation of the portal city or town 
20 as prescribed in Schedule I. 

The Lord Mayor, Mayor, or High Sheriff shall hold office during 
their official year only, and the members nominated by the corpora- 
tion for three years from date of nomination, 

3. On the first day of December, or the day after, if the former 
25 should fall on Sunday, the nomination of candidates shall take 
place, and in the following manner : 

The Lord Mayor or Mayor, as the case may be, or the chairman 
of the harbour board for the time being, shall attend at the office 
of the board at one o’clock on said first day of December , or 
30 day following, if the preceding be Sunday, and shall receive the 
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A.D. 1887. nomination of candidates duly qualified to be elected on the board 
of harbour commissioners. 

At two o’clock of said first day of December, or day following, as 
the case may be, the Lord Mayor, M^yor, or chairman of the harbour 
board shall hold a scrutiny of said nomination papers, and be 5 
empowered to reject any which he may deem informal. 

If there be more candidates duly nominated than there are 
vacancies, the Lord Mayor, Mayor, or chairman of the board shall 
thereupon name a day within seven days from that to hold the 
election, which election shall be by ballot and shall be held within 10 
the hours of ten a.m. and. four p.m. 

The ballot paper shall be in the form as in Appendix. 

Term of ^ Every such election shall be for three years, where such term 
pforisko for is not already specified in the Local Acts relating to the respective 
tri-y early portal harbours, and where in such Local Acts there is no provision 15 
retirement. for tlie retirement of one third of the elected commissioners 

at the end of the third year and each year afterwards, be it .enacted 
that said one third of said elected commissioners shall so retire, the 
one third in number lowest on the poll at first election to retire at 
end of third year, the second third remaining at end of fourth year, 20 
and the next lowest on the pole third at end of fifth year. 

Repeal of 5. Where any Local Act shall be antagonistic to this, the section 
and clauses 15 or sections of such Local Act are hereby repealed, and in the case of 
an C auses. ^ ^ Qf p^lin t ] ie following sections of the Dublin Port Act, 

1807, are hereby repealed, viz., sections ten, eleven, and paragraph 25 
four of section four, or such other portions of said Act as may be 
in contradiction to this. 

By the repeal of paragraph four of section four it is enacted that 
the Irish Lights Board shall have in future no power of nomination 
to the port and docks board, and that henceforth the twenty-one 30 
elected members shall be fourteen members elected by the traders 
and manufacturers of the city and seven by the owners of shipping 
registered in the Custom House books of the port of Dublin or 
trading to the port. 

Return of 6. The collectors of excise and customs duty for the city, town, 35 
duties paid. or p 0r t shall, on or before the first day of December in each year, 
furnish to the Lord Mayor, Mayor, or chairman of the town com- 
missioners, as the case may be, a correct and certified return of all 
excise and customs duty paid within the preceding year within said 
city, town, or port. 40
